Corn Accounts For 75% Of Volume Loss 
Leaf Crops Only 10% Below 1960 Cars 


Mr. G. F. Pittman's records 
as Federal Crop Reporter for 
the area shows a loss approxi- 
mately 8 percent in total car 
equivalent from the Glades in 
vegetables compared with the 
same date of '60. 

A total of 21,266 carlot equi- 
valents have moved from the 
Glades up until May 23rd, as 
compared with a total of 23,156 
as reported on May 24th (Tues- 
day) of last year. 

In dollar volume, most brok- 
erage and packing houses agree 
that there is also a slight de- 
crease in per car average this 
year over last. 

Corn, a victim of early frosts 
accounts for a loss of 1168 cars 
this year over last in the fig- 
ures of 4922 in '60 against 3754 
as of this date. 

Beans, to the surprise of many, 
is approximately 11 per cent 
over last year's total movement 
on comparative dates - 2288 last 
year and 2532 this season. Pro- 
cessors, canners mostly, have 
accounted for 1600 of this year's 
cars. 


Nine leaf crops - salad bowl 
vegetables - have accounted for 
2884 cars this year against 3175 
for last year. Parsley is one car- 
lot equivalent less this year than 
last, 101 against 102. 


Peppers account only 46 car-

Fifteen cents out of every tax 
dollar collected in Florida by the 
federal government last year 
came back to Florida under the 
grants-in-aid program, the Flor- 
ida State Chamber of Commerce 
pointed out yesterday. 


“Under this program $211,673, 
000 was paid during the fiscal 
year 1959-60 into Florida gov- 
ernment agency coffers or dir- 
ectly to Floridians. This sum 
was $30 million, or 16 per cent, 
more than was paid during the 
previous year. 

“Of last year's total, $177 mil- 
lion was paid to agencies( state, 
county or city) for administra- 
tion or use.

Passengers cars increased 153 
per cent in Florida during the 
past ten years while population 
grew 79 per cent, the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce 
said yesterday in stressing the 
significance of "Florida High- 
way Week."

June 5-July 6 


Pass Painting Co., of Miami

Passage 
will be possible, however, thru 
the old lock chamber for vessels 
small enough to permit usage. 
The old lock chamber will be 
operated daily from 8 to 9 a. 
m. and 4 to 5 p. m. 

The regular lock has to be 
dewatered so the painting and 
repairs can be completed. Nine 
firms submitted bids on the pro- 
ject. 

Army Engineers also announc- 
ed that bids will be opened June 
15 for maintenance dredging in 
the channel and turning basin of 
Horseshoe Cove along the coast 
of Dixie County. Shoals in the 
waterway will be removed to 
assure a minimum of six feet 
depth at mean low water.

Fla. Employment Service Aids High School Grads 


Some 44,000 Florida High 
School seniors are thinking of 
going to college or going to 
work after graduation exercises, 
Chairman A. Worley Brown of 
the State Industrial Commission 
said here today. 


Out of this number, he esti- 
mated that about 26,000 will go 
on to college and about 18,000 
will be looking for jobs. 


“It appears the economy will 
improve rapidly now and busi- 
nesses will need young men and 
women to build into positions of 
responsibility for’ the future,” 
Brown said. “Already 7,000 high 


school seniors, who do not plan 
to go to college, have registered 
with Florida State Employment 
Service offices for jobs. Many 
have taken the aptitude tests 
and job counseling which help 
them in selecting work which 
they are best qualified to do.” 

He pointed out also that high 
school seniors, who took com- 
mercial courses, have been given 
proficiency tests in typing and 
shorthand. 

“Employers who are inter- 
ested in talking to these young 
people should get in touch with 
their local State Employment 
Service office,” he said.

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Where To — After Graduation? 


In the next few weeks, millions of young people will clos 
the doors on their high school careers through graduation. They 
stand on the threshold of a dramatically changing world which 


demands the best they have to offer. 


Most of us tend to assume that 
we will always have a job and 
income sufficient to buy the 
things we need and want. But 
is there any guarantee that o 
job will always be available, and 
that our families will be well 
fed and secure? Will the jobs we 
select keep pace with the econ- 
omy as it grows? 

These are questions which the 
high school graduate cannot 
shrug off without a determina- 
tion to avoid all the pitfalls 
implied. There are several cour- 
ses an individual can take to as- 
sure his future security. To a 
large extent, however, his fut- 
ure is dependent upon factors 
beyond his individual control - 
the health of the economy and 
changes going on within indus- 
try, for example. As an individ- 
ual, he must gear his career 
hopes as closely as possible to 
the America of the future. 

One problem facing the high 
school graduate is the increas- 
ing competition for jobs. The 
number of young people reach- 
ing 18 will total approximately 
3.8 million in 1965, a 50 per cent 
gain over 1960. The increase of 
young workers in this decade 
will be the greatest in the his- 
tory of our есдпоту. Even in 
college, traditionally a giant 
step toward securjty, more rigid 
standards and héavier compet- 
ition will frustrate many stu- 
dents as enrollments increase an 
estimated 70 per cent. 

The most immediate strain of 


competition will test those gra 
uates who go job hunting im 
mediately after leaving high 
school Workers under 25 will 
comprise nearly half of the lab- 
or force by 1965, while women 
will take over an increasing 
numbér of jobs. The pressure of 
unemployment will fall more se- 
verely on those who enter the 
labor market without proper 
training. 

The challenge, then, is in the 
degree of proficiency with 
which the high school graduate 
trains for his specialty. He can 
elect college, trade schooling or 
on-the-job training in a career 
field whose future in the econ- 
omy is a stable one. His decis- 
ions along this line should be 
made only after talking with 
parents, a high school counselor 
or à teacher.
